Taxi Cab Drivers Tike Their Jobs rn Stride; “Most 
Of Castoaers Are Pretty NiceSays Drivers; 
Patrons Are Taiathre aid Generally Cooperative 


Some people think taxi drivers 
tiave a hard time of It. 8ome drivers 
don't agree with this, and take 
their jobs in their stride. 
A Courier reporter interviewed 
two of operators of taxis here the 
other day and below are their 
stories. 
'As a rule most of our customers 
ere pretty nice," said Leslie Plum, 
aa he reminisced about some of the 
thousands of fares he has trans­ 
ported during hie several years as 
taxi driver and owner of the 
Bristol Taxi Cab Company. 
'But just as in any business 
where meeting public is part of 
the job, yon run into 'characters' 
every once in a while." 
"Take the fellow who embarked 
in the cab at Bristol, and rode ail 
the way to Buffalo," he explained. 
"It cost him 9230 for the trip, but 
he paid the fare without saying 
a word." He had enough baggage 
to fill a half ton track. 
Plum said that It la not unusual 
to transport customers to New 
York, or Baltimore. 
"Speaking of Baltimore," said 
Plum, "when the sulfur boats come 
In down at the chemical plant in 
Cornwells, and the boys get off the 
boat after being on board for about 
80 days, they call for caba to take 
them to Philadelphia and Balti­ 
more. They have their favorite 


■tops on the way down and by the 
time they get to their destination 
they 
probably 
don't 
remember 
they'd ever seen a sulphur boat." 
Plum said that a good part of 
his business consisted of taking 
children to school In the morning 
and bringing them back home in 
the evening. In the summer time, 
he said, there are a lot of emer­ 
gency calls which 
are 
brought 
about by children who go barefoot­ 
ed, and cut their feet. 
About 16 or 30 emergency calls 
are handled per month, Plum stat­ 
ed. He said that when an emer­ 
gency call Is telephoned In the 
cab service "drop everything" and 
goes out on the emergency call. 
On weekdays, about 260 calls are 
received each day while the num-, 
ber climbs to 350 on Fridays and 
Saturdays, shopping days, he added. 
The "heaviest" night 
Is New 
Year's Eve, he said, when drivers 
are kept busy taking people from 
party to party. 
"People as a rule are honest." 
Flum observed. He said he only 
had one customer who refused to 
pay his fare. He did pay, however, 
said Plum, "he paid the 94 he owed, 
and an additional 918.60 costs be­ 
fore a justice of the peace," added 
Plum. 
"When people get Into a taxi- 


and came to this country st the 
invitation of a friend of hers In 
Quakertown. Mrs. Matte Swein- 
hart. Mr. and Mrs. Sweinhart own 
and run the Quakertown Ice and 
Storage Company. 
Erika and Mrs. Sweinhart had 
corresponded with each other for 
five years. Some years ago, when 
Mrs. Sweinhart wrote a letter to 
a relative of hers In Germany, the 
relative couldn't read English. So 
she took the letter to Erika Hom­ 
burg to translate.

six months’ visa.

ed in Hamburg. She says of her 
first ocean voyage: " I was lucky. 

I was not seasick at 
all. even though we had several 
rough days.” 
Unfortunately, the ship arrived 
in New York harbor one morning 
about 3 a. rn. in a heavy fog, so 
Erika couldn't see the Statue of 
Liberty, which she had heard so 
much about.

The flu epidemic which swept 
across the United States* in 1919, 
taking a great toll of life, differed 
mainly from that of this winter 
in the mortality totals.
